Among the cases was the 
competition between El Paso 
Natural Gas Co., which Dun- 
gan represents, and Tennessee 
aas Transmission Co, for the 
rights to build a pipeline to 
serve the lucrative Southern 
California market for aatural 
gas. 

Several Tennessee Gas em- 
ployes ranging. from top man- 
agement officials to secretar- 
ies have been called as wit- 
nesses by the grand jury since 
its investigations began last 
spring. Some pleaded seli-in- 
crimination and were com. 
pelled to testify under court 
order. 

Until yesterday, bowever, 
the grand jury had indicted 
only two persons in the case.

This act was charged against 
Frank, Angelone and Leon in 
the 4-count indictment issued 
yesterday. It charged the trio 
with illegally entering Dun- 
gan's room and operating the 
"bug": without the required. 
licenses. i ‘ 

In addition, ihe indictment 
alleged. that the “bugging” | 
was accomplished through the 
use of FM frequencies at time 
intervals forbidden by Fed 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion regulations. | 

Leading up to yesterday's, 
indictments was.a lengthy in- 
vestigation that began last 
April 4 when Dungan obtained 
a court order. to halt the 
“bugging” of his room. 

He said his suspicions were 
aroused «when he. heard his 
voice coming from an appar- 
ent playback af a tape in a 
nearby room. Subsequent in- 
vestigation uncovered. the bat 
tery-powered “bug” under a. 
coffee table im Dungan's room 
and à tape recorder: and FM 
receiver in- the nearby room. 
After investigation,
